This theme embodies one of 
the most rudimentary and yet 
one of the weightiest truths 
of the whole Bible, ‘‘Individ- 
ual Responsibility.’’ If you 
have no distinct perception of 


the Christian Faith, and your 
relationship to it, your under- 
standing of your responsibil- 
ity will necessarily be vague 
and feeble, .but if your re- 
sponsibility be firmly grasped 


and understood, you will want §

Bishop L. H. Ford, National Public Relations Chairman, mem- 
ber of Interim Board of the Board of Bishops, spoke to those 
assembled regarding the humility of saints and the method of 
promoting unity and solidarity among the various factions and — 
segments of our church. A favorable response was given by 
Bishop R. E. Ranger. 


Bishop C. H. Brewer, chairman of the Board of Directors, gave 
a report of the condition of our National headquarters in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee and informed us of proposed plans for improve- 
ments and bids on same. This report was heartily endorsed. 


Bishop O. M. Kelly, who had just returned to the states from a 
trip to Europe and Africa, gave a most interesting:resume. He 
was privileged to visit Moscow, Corintos, Athens and Rome.

A the second day of our meeting. The entire delegation was 


present. The affair was hosted by Bishop Ford and the ex- 
pense underwritten by the Democratic Committee of which 
Bishop Ford is a part. Bishop Ford outlined the great respon- 
sibility of the Public Relations department and the very compe- 
tent work being done by his assistant, Elder W. L. Porter, who 
had been assigned the responsibility of arranging for this 
meeting of the Board. It was disclosed that Bishop Ford has 
been selected as the key person to represent Negro ministers 
not only for the Church of God in Christ ministers but Negro 
ministers in general throughout the United States by Civic 
leaders and the Democratic Party. 


The committee on election procedure sustained with some modi- 
fications the guidelines suggested by Attomey Wells in elect- 
ing the General Board and presiding officers of the church.

The voice of the Courts in the 
year of 1909! The voice of the 
Church in the year of 1934! 
And the voice of God ap 
proximately in the year of 
1018 B. C. 


The voice of God——II Samuel 
23:2, 3:‘*The Spirit of the Lord 
spake by me, and His word 
was in my tongue. The God of 
Israel said the Rock of Israel 
spake to me; He that ruleth 
over men must be just ruling 
in the fear of God.’’ I wonder 
what the voice of the people 
will be in November of 1968. 


See your April Whole Truth 
Paper, on page 6, under Opin- 
ion, paragraph 5. Read what 
the Court said in 1909, which 
report was filed May 15, 1909, 
and I quote: 


“It is insisted on behalf of the 
complainants that the Church 
to which the defendants and 
complainants belong is a mem- 
ber of an association of 
churches under control of a 
superior council... . It has no 
authority whatever over the 
individual churches. Its action 
can only be any case advisory. 


“In deed we do not think that 
any council has ever been 
organized. It appears that in 
January 1906 there was a 
meeting of ministers of various 
colored churches professing 
sancitification; and there was 
again a meeting in August 
1906. At this meeting there 
was present the pastor of the ' 
of South Wellington 
Street, Memphis, Which is the 
present controversy, and also 
a member——one Murphy. The 
evidence, however, fails to 
show that either of these per- 
sons was commissioned to 
place the Church under the 
authority of the alleged super- 
ior council, nor does it appear 
that there was such authority 
conferred upon any other per- 
son present, ° 


‘It appears that the two meet- 
ings in Jackson, Mississippi, 
above referred to were what is 
called ‘‘holiness’ meetings 
composed largely of ministers 
of that persuasion. It is true 
that while these men were 
present, they undertook to 
effect.some kind of organiza- 
tion and appointed three men 
whom they called overseers. 
C. P. Jones, the defendent 
C. H.. Mason, and J. A. Jeter. 
Jones’ supposed jurisdiction 
was the State of Mississippi. 
Mason’s the. State of Tenn- 
essee, Jeter’s the State of 
Arkansas, Their powers ac- 
cording to Jones, consisted 
princiaplly in watching over 
the churches and seeing that 
no improper ministers of- 
ficiated. 
them to authorize a minister to 
act as such, and it seems they 
assumed the authority to dis-

‘“‘We cannot find in the record 
any sufficient evidence that 
this authority was conferred 
upon these men by the church- 
es. We are likewise unable to 
find in the record any suf- 
ficient evidence that the al- 
superior council had 
conferred upon it any authority 
by the churches; certainly 
not by the congregation whose 


_church is in controversy in the 


present case. 


‘We think the overwhelming 
weight of evidence shows that 
the defendants’ church belongs 
to the congregational order, 
and that it is not subject to 
oversight by any superior 
ecclesiastical organization.’’ 
End of quotations. 


Please note the courts ruled 
in favor of the congregational 
order, and this was the official 
belief of pastoral authority -in 
1934. Brethern we can have an 
organization without being 
lords and masters over God’s 
heritage. I am in favor of an 
elected National leader, with 
an elected board, with rules to 
govern both, providing we get 
the rules before we get -the 
officers. 


I am in favor of the State 
Bishops serving as agents for 
the National Church and as 
the presiding officers over the 
State assemblies in their re- 
spective States. But all local 
Church business should be 
transacted with the pastors 
of said Church. 


I am also in'favor of District 
Superintendents; but I believe 
a district superintendent is 
delegated a part of the State 
Bishop’s authority to operate 
within the State. Likewise for 
the associatse in the Women’s 
Department.

asking all pastors regardless 
to their official rank to contend

In the 1934 Yearbook of the 
Church of God in Christ, this 
is the true quotation of what 


is written concerning the 
government of the Church: 
First, the church as a local 


body may be preached out . and 
water baptism administered by 
any local organized minister 
of the body. Acts 8:5-12. To 
organize means to enroll the 
names of those that believe 
the gospel of Jesus. For 
exampie; read Acts 1:15, 2:41; 
and unite in any convenient 
place or locality for worship. 
The Elder who preached out 
the people or licensed and 
sent the preacher who did, 
may organize the body. and 
ordain and appoint Elders over 
the same. Titus 1:5. And any 
Elders after being ordained 
has that same power and 
authority. ‘‘And when they had 


-ordained them Elders in every 


church and had. prayed with 
fasting, they commended them 
to the Lord on whom they 


. believed.*’ Acts 14:23. 


Paul to Timothy said, “‘And 
the things that thou has heard 
of me among many witnesses 


. the same commit thou to -faith- 


ful men who shall be able to 
teach others also.’’ Timothy 
2:2,2- Iitus 125. - When 
apostles ordained Elders they 
prayed with fasting and com- 
mended them to God,

This being true the Elders 
ordained and appointed and 
left in any place is the proper 
authority and head of that 
local body or bodies, that he is 
over. The Elders that ordain 
and appoint other Elders may 
retum any time. The Lord 
leads them to see who they do. 
Acts 15:36. 


All matters of differences and 
doctrinal disputes that could 
not be settled by the pastors 
Evangelist Elders or 
Overseers, was referred to the 
General Council of apostles 
and Elders at Jerusalem. 
Acts 15:1, 2: And what the 
General. Council of apostles 
and Elders at Jerusalem 
upon was sent out 
to all the churches by letter 
and all the churches were of 
established. Acts 16:4, 5. 


These important matters. were 
not left to any one of the 
apostles to pass on but was 
agreed upon by the Council of 
the apostles and Elders which 
were at Jerusalem, and it is 
not best, neither safe, for any 
one of us to usurp that au- 
thority today. -But in the 
multitude of counsel there is 
safety. End of quotations.

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THE WORD OF GOD NOT MEN 


Through the ages some of the most vigor- 
ous debates between men have been in af- 
firmative and the negative opinions expressed 
about the divine Word of God. 

We call the combined works of many 
great men our Holy Bible. 

The Bible is God’s inspired Word. Among 
other definitions, ‘‘to inspire’’ means ‘‘to 
breathe into.’’ The inspired writers were men 


devoted to God, and the Holy Spirit breathed - 


into them both the words and thoughts they 
were later to record for all times. 

In I Peter 1:25, the Apostle states: 

But the Wand of the ead endureth fan 
aNLN. Cea thia La the Mand which by the goapel 
Ad preached unto Hou. 

Peter is testifying that the Holy Spirit 


inspired in him the word that he laterpreac hed 


and that it is indeed the Word of God and not 
of Peter. 
In I Corinthians 14:37, St. Paul writes: 


§p any man think himaelf ta he a prophet, 
an apinitual, Cet Rim acknowledge that the 
thinga that g Mite, unta yau are the command.

The inspired Paul gives his testimony 
that what he is writing was commanded to him

Then we must always remember that 
Christ often referred to the Word of God and 
once said:

Christ also said the Scripture cannot be 
broken, and John. gives numerous passages 
telling us” that the Holy Bible is the inspired 
Word of God. 

One of the most-popular spiritual banners 
flown today by some contemporary men is 
their campaign to “‘make the Bible relevant.’’ 
Both the honored scholars whose brilliance 
gives them major ‘status for the intellectual at- 


tainment and their much larger company of. 


followers of ““disciples’’ wind up distorting 
and misrepresenting the Scriptures. 


Dr. Charles H. Malik, former. president of, 


the United Nations General Assembly and now 


professor of philosophy at the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut, Lebanon, recently spoke in. 
the United States. Dr. Malik, a Greek Orthodox 
layman, said: ‘We are enjoined to make reli- 
gion relevant. People who demand that reli- 
gion be made relevant often do so in an at- 


tempt to use religion or the Bible to solve — 


their own personal problems. They ask that. 
religion be put to their use, and this is a 
radical misunderstanding.’’ 

- Dr. Malik took the firm position: ‘‘Reli- 
gion is always relevant. It is relevance itself, 


par excellence.’? The Lebanese statesman. 


raised a provocative thought with the question: 


**Do we expect things from the Bible or are we 


prepared to find out what the Bible expects 
from us?’? 


_ When men deal with the Bible as the im-: 
perfect work of mankind rather than as the. 
perfection of God’s inspired impressions upon. 


loyal prophets, they quickly get lost. When 
modern scholars demand that the Bible, which 
they insist has been spoiled through inaccu- 
rate handling by worldly men, provide them 
with answers to both personal and mass prob- 
lems which humanity alone has created they 
cannot expect affirmative results. 


They raise within themselves and within. 


the minds of those who hear or read them ex- 
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pectations which the Bible and God cannot 
possibly meet. It is then that such men are 
disappointed and they decide that God is 
dead. 


The Bible is the Word of God and it is © 


not the word of men. The Bible is profoundly 


- relevant because it shows us how our life is 


pitifully irrelevant. On the matter of social 
and economic justice, no book has ever taught 
so pointedly or so effectively about the needy 
as does the Bible. God’s concern for the sick, 
the poor, the illiterate, and the poverty ridden 
and His concern for more able people to be 
aware of the less fortunate are couched in the 
most practical of terms. These very human and 
constant needs among men are not treated in 
tones of sentimentality or emotion except for 
the emotion of charity or love which God ex- 
pects of all His followers. 

God’s Word treats the word ‘‘*freedom”’ in 
both a brilliant and convincing manner. From 
the beginning of the Bible to its very end, 
there is never a trace of coercion or force any- 
where in the Bible. Time and again mankind 
rebels against God and perishes or falls. But 


- God would rather see man perish than to force 


him to be good. It was His divine will from the 
beginning that personal choice shall remain 
forever a divine right of the individual human 
being. Jesus Christ preferred to die—and He 
did die—rather than to interfere with man’s 
freedom. 

Search and study as hard as I can, I find 
no support for the argument that Jesus Christ 
_was a rebel or a social revolutionary in His 
own time or that He would be had He waited 
until this generation to arrive upon the earth. 
The only physical action or statement recorded 
in the New Testament linking Christ with any- 
thing close to violence was the scene in the 
temple of God. Matthew 21:12-14 reads: 

And Jesus went into the temple of God, 
and cast out all them that sold and bought in 

the temple, and overthrew the tables of the 
moneychangers, and the seats of them that 
sold doves, 

And said unto them, It is written, My 
house shall be called the house of prayer; but 
ye have made it a den of thieves. | 

And the blind and the lame came to Him 
in the temple; and He healed them. 

How often we hear people referring to an 
angry Christ driving the moneychangers out of 
the temple with never a reference as to the 
reason He Himself gave and seldom a mention 
of the halt and the lame who entered the temple 
after the selfish ones had gone. 

There is such a thing as righteous anger. 
And there is such a thing as holy devotion 
without anger. In any case, Jesus did not 
arouse a mob or a gang of people to help Him 
drive out those who were defiling God’s. house. 
He took the entire burden upon Himself, over- 
turned the tables of the moneychangers, and 
saw to it that the sellers of doves and other 
commodities took their commercial wares and 
left. 

How many times did Christ turn the other 
cheek, forgive His enemies, and refuse to give 
violence for violence or hate for hate? 

There was widespread slavery in the very 
section of the world where Christ lived out 
His short physical life. There was a virtual 
dictatorship in Rome and corrupt provincial 
governments all over the civilized world. The 
people were taxed unmercifully and only the 


politically favored were able to accumulate 


riches unless they did it quietly and secretly. 
It was a time of material and carnal pursuits, 
and mankind showed little interest in God or 
His kingdom. 

There was poverty, ignorance, disease, 
corruption, political dishonesty, and even 


religion with a strong commercial tinge. 


Armed with nothing more than a profound 


faith and the inviolate Word of God, Jesus 


Christ calmly, quietly, and _ passionately 
walked among the people and brought a revela- 
tion of God like the world had never before 
seen. 

If Jesus Christ were a social, economic, 
philosophical, political, or military rebel, then 
why did He not use His tremendous popularity 


and persuasive power with the people who 
trusted Him? 

Have modern scholars forgotten the 
Garden of Gethsemane? Here where He faced 
the bitter hours of the setting of His day on 
earth, He was all alone. Had He been willing 
to go against the will of God that pulled so 
strongly at His heart and senses, He could 
have used either of two avenues of escape. He 
could have slipped away into the darkness and 
simply disappeared into some other province 
to live out His days under an assumed name 
and disguise. Or, knowing that betrayal was 
soon to come, He could have sent one of His 
disciples to round up the people to attack the 
guards when they came to seize Him. 

We must not forget that Christ had the 
power in heaven at least to call upon God for 
angels on high to come to His rescue. We can- 
not know whether or not God would have re- 
sponded to such a plea, but we can know that 
Jesus was incapable of making such a peti- 
tion. Rather than to arouse a group of His 
friends or even a mob to protect Him, He stood 
quietly and allowed the Roman soldiers to 
seize Him and take Him away. Even His own 
friends, few in number though they were, would 
have undoubtedly fought to the death in an ef- 
fort to free Him had He but said the word. 
Christ made His position known when He 
healed the wound to a soldier’s ear that had 
been inflicted by one of his disciples. 

- Then what of the scene before Pilate? 
Here was a Roman magistrate who found the 
man accused innocent of any crime against the 


state and said so. Whether Pilate was merely | 


frightened by the angry mob before him or 
whether he was fighting with his conscience 
over the principle of justice, we will never 
know. We do know that an innocent man stood 
there and he refused to condemn Him_to an of- 
ficial death or sentence from the state. He 


‘rather turned Him over to the mob by giving 


them a choice between Jesus and a known 
criminal. 

Once again with but a nod or a wink to 
one of His disciples on the fringes of the 
crowd, He could have rallied His faithful fol- 


lowers from nearby and brought about a great. 


clash between two opposing mobs. Men would 
have heen injured and killed. Or Christ could 
again have used His miraculous powers and 
simply walked away from His guards, leaving 
them transfixed and the mob speechless. Even 
on Golgotha’s hill. Christ could have avoided 


the Cross, or He could have come down from 
the Cross had He petitioned God and had God 
honored His request. 

But the Holy Bible as the inspired Word 
of Ged made all of these possibilities im- 
possible. Jesus could not have been the 
Christ and shown the weaknesses of other 
human beings. He could not have been the 
Savior and asked for Himself even that which 
would have been nothing but simple justice 
for: any other human being. He had to go far 
beyond the next step—yes, even to the last 
mile. 


the Holy Bible is a changing and flexible 
gathering of documents of uncertain nature and 
little more than the excellent literary efforts 


of intelligent men, they would not only mis- 


lead you, but they would turn you away from 
the reality of God and the salvation of. Christ 
Jesus. 

The Bible has been read, debated, eX- 
pounded on, preached from, praised, and at- 
tacked more than any other book in all: of his- 
tory. It is certain to continue to be read. and 
expounded upon until the very end of time. 

Absolutely nothing is as relevant-to all 
our cares and woes in this day of man’s his- 
tory as is the Bible. In my own feeble way, I 
have read extensively the words of philoso- 
phers, sociologists, psychologists, theolo- 
gians, and many other disciplines. I find great 
merit in and I defend much of what I read that 
is the product of great minds thinking great 
human thoughts. But all of this is shallow, 
incomplete, and even inane when compared to 
the depth and the beauties of the Bible. 

Anytime I seek to substitute something 
out of the secular works of man for either an 
opposing or supporting thought in the Bible, I 
find the substitution bland and totally in- 


adequate. ©

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When men would have you believe that 
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within the Bible that is not tobe found in any 
other literary effort 1 have ever seen. Why do 
men attack it so? Why are such overpowering 
efforts made to discredit and disprove it? 
What is so wrong or so inaccurate in the Holy 
Bible? Men candebate the shaded differences 
in their interpretation of single words or 
Single passages from now. until the end of 
time, but they will never change the pro- 
found and fundamental meaning of the Bible 
itself. No matter how you try to change’ the 
character of God’s great pronouncements, they 
still stand firm and indestructible. 

It is wrong to kill in anger or with pre- 
meditation. It is wrong to lie, to steal, to 
cheat, to debase the human body, to defile 
the mind, to glory in the base instincts of the 
physical world, and it is wrong to question 
the authority of God. It is an even graver* 
wrong to arouse those. questions and doubts 
in the minds of otherwise innocent people. 

The Holy Bible is the Word of God and it 
is not the word of.men. No word of man will 
ever destroy it, disprove it, or, pray God, 
erase its influence from the life of human- 
kind, 

It is a strange and glorious paradox that 
even as brilliant scholars seek to destroy the 
significance and the power of the Bible inthe 
lives of the American people—who are the col- 
lectively best educated people on earth—they 
find themselves met with widespread refusal 
to honor either their thoughts or their leader- 
ship. And even as they seek to lead out peo- 
ple away from the Bible, that same Bible, in 
other parts of the world, continues to work 
the miracles of conversion and _ salvation 
those who have not before known of Jesus 
Christ.
